he recent exchange of letters between T. Pat Davis and Ross 

Harvey (to which Lawrence Ely adds some interesting and 

conflicting information in this issue) highlights a crucial 

problem in astrology—why can’t experienced astrologers, 
provided with a series of dated life events, all arrive at the same time of 
birth? Our rectification contests have brought this problem to the fore, as 
did Barbara Koval’s recent article on the U.S. chart Its full scope is 
illustrated by the numerous (far too many) different times that have been 
Proposed over the years for the birth of Ronald Reagan. We managed to 
get the listing of those we know about onto a single page, but to do so the 
size of the print had to be greatly reduced! Nick Sutherland’s article on 
Reagan’s time of birth features many of the methods Jack Nicholls and 
Ross Harvey have developed in blind studies in which the birth time is 
known but not disclosed. Do we finally have an irrefutable time for 
Reagan’s birth? Comments are welcome. 

Bernadette Brady’s explanation of her approach to rectification, 
graphically using transits, is a must-read for anyone interested in another 
way to do it. If you don’t care to take the time to look up what was where 
when, the new JigSaw software (reviewed on Page 93) may be your 
answer. 

We ran out of space last issue and had to skip providing details of the 
latest Rectification Contest, These are on Page 16, 

Not only rectification this issue, though at first glance it may well seem 
so—Noel Tyl has been at it (on Page 85) too. Lois Rodden lists the 
natal and transiting requisites for winning big money; Dymock Brose 
compares Solar Returns and Age Harmonics (a technique that still hasn’t 
really gotten off the ground in the U.S.); Denis Saunders looks at 
methods we all know about but tend to skip using most of the time; Frank 
Jakubowsky shares some research results and argues for an effect of the 
day of the week on which one was born; and Ray Merriman introduces 
us to the astrology of the financial and commodity markets. That’s a 
pretty good mix of non-rectification subjects, don’t you think? 

It was only as we were writing the Who? details at the back-end that 
we realized just how many of the writers in this issue are new to the pages 
of Considerations. They may be new to us but each has a well-deserved 
fine reputation earned over many years.

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The Theory, Concept and Practice 
of Graphic Rectification.

NE OF the single biggest problems with rectification is the 

astrologer's subjectivity. As soon as we make a decision based 

on our own astrological interpretations, we are projecting our 

own chart onto the person and so will sce our astrological 
opinion of the client rather than the client's internal reality. One of the im- 
portant points of Graphic Rectification is that the astrologer is eliminated 
from the process as much as possible. 

In addition, pressure can be removed from the astrologer’s shoulders if 
the actual quest for the birth time is abandoned. This may seem a strange 
comment but if you can approach a rectification not trying to find the 
birth time but rather the chart with which one can work for predictive rea- 
sons, you have a better chance of success. One would like to think that the 
chart which is yielding good predictive results is also the birth time, but in 
most cases the astrologer and the client will never know and thus I feel it 
is better to let go of the "birth time" hunt and concentrate on finding a 
chart that has been generated by the client's history. For that is exactly 
what graphic rectification is best at: letting the client’s history create the 
rectified chart. 


JHE METHOD 
Graphic Rectification is based on transits. The fundamental hy- 


pothesis of the system is that the angles of a chart are the most 
sensitive points to transits', The system consists of the following steps: 


1. The collection of a set of dates”, 


2. The planetary positions of o outwards, including the Q, are calculated 
for all the dates. 


3. The degree positions of all the plancts are then plotted on a graph. 


For example, if one of the dates collected was September 19, 1968, 
then the following planctary positions could be noted from the ephemeris:

A graph can be created with the x-axis numbered 0 to 29 and the y- 
axis being the number of times a particular degree receives a hit. So with 
the above planetary degrees 29°, 28°, 22°, 18° and 9° would all receive 
one hit but 24°would receive two. See figure 1.

You will need to round off each planetary position to the nearest de- 
gree. (In this example I have taken whole degrees for the sake of clarity.) 
This must be done in a consistent manner throughout the construction of a 
single graph. When doing a graph by hand, take into account whether a 
planet is moving retrograde or direct, in other words, to which whole de- 
gree is the planet applying? In the software JigSaw, designed to create 
these graphs, there is no rounding off as the graphs are created working 
with 15” slots with a floating mean. 


3 You may use either the true or the mean node as long as you are consistent for a 
given rectification. 
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For an exact date, as in the example given, seven units (degree posi- 
tions) can be entered on the graph. However, some dates may not be ex- 
act. The client may simply remember that the event was some time in the 
middle of September, 1968. In looking at the ephemeris again you can see 
that in that period of time o moves from 21° to 29° 2, 4 moves from 16° 
to 19° Tl but all the other plancts seem to stress just one possible degree in 
that two-week period. So in that case we can still plot the positions of ¥, 
¥, K and % plus the Q, which gives 5 units of information for the graph. 
The less accurate the date, the less data for you to plot. However, it is far 
better to have less data than to take a guess at the date and therefore po- 
tentially have incorrect data. 

For good results a graph containing about 80 to 100 units of informa- 
tion is required. This usually means that you need about 15 dates from the 
person’s life with the majority of them being exact. 

The peaks of the resulting graph are, therefore, the most sensitive de- 
gree points in the person's chart, as these were the degrees most consis- 
tently receiving transits when the events were occurring. 

Once found, these peaks are converted into possible angles which are 
mathematically valid for the location of birth. For example, if a resulting 
graph had a peak at 10°, 14° and 26°, the question that can be answered 
by using a Table of Houses is: For the location of birth is it possible to 
have an Ascendant of say either 10°, 14° or 26° of any sign while at the 
same time having an MC of either 10°, 14° or 26° of another sign? 

This can result in anything from one or two possibilities to up to ten or 
twelve, depending on the number of peaks and the geographical location. 
Charts are then constructed for the possible sets of angles and individual 
outer planetary transits are checked—primarily by conjunction only— 
against each chart. The sets of angles that show, in terms of life events, 
no response to outer planets moving over them are discarded. This process 
usually reduces the list to a few options. 

The remaining charts are examined not only for events occurring at the 
times of major angle transits but also the right type of event. 

What the astrologer has then found is a RECTIFIED chart. This may 
or may not be the correct birth time for the client but it is the chart that is 
proven to be working in the person's life and therefore can be relied upon 
for future work. 


THE EVENTS—DATES 


In graphic rectification the actual dates are directly responsible for the 
shape of the graphs, so the type of dates that you use will give you a 
graph for that type of event. If, for example, you entered the date of every 
time you cut your finger, then the graphs would show you the sensitive 
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degree points in your chart for "Finger Cutting". This could be a fascinat- 
ing field of research but if you were trying to rectify your chart, you 
would get some very strange results. So the type of dates you use need to 
be "Angular" events. Events that will, hopefully, be connected to any one 
of the four angles. 


TYPE OF DATES 


The Big Years: These are the years that stand out as being particularly 
good or difficult. Your client may not have any exact dates in these years 
but you need to know these years for when you are looking at major 
transits over the angles and are deciding between one of several charts. 


Births: 

Younger siblings. The person’s children. The first grandchild 

Births of older siblings or parents are not acceptable as the person was 
not born at that time and therefore, at least on the physical plane, the chart 
did not exist and thus could not be responding to transits. One could argue 
this point but I have found that pre-birth dates do not help graphic rectifi- 
cation. 

The first grandchild is the beginning of the next generation and is 
usually a good date to use. Births of future grandchildren, unless they 
move into the home or are very important in some way, are best left out. 


Deaths: 

Parents. Children. Siblings. Partners. Others 

Any death that changes the person's household situation, such as a 
member of the household dying. Any death that brings grief into the per- 
son's life, not sadness for a few weeks but real grief. However, the per- 
son's death itself does not seem to be a valid date for rectification. 


Marriages—Divorces—the beginnings and/or endings of committed re- 
lationships: 

The person's marriages. The person's divorces. Meetings & separations 

Relationships always have several dates around them. Valid dates are 
when the couple first met and when they got married or started living to- 
gether with some form of commitment. Divorces also have several dates 
attached to them. The date when the couple split up, as well as the date of 
the legal divorce are both valid. Someone else's marriage is only valid if 
the person leaves the home of the client as a result of the marriage, for 
example, if the client's daughter who has previously been living at home, 
leaves to get married. 
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Health: 

Accidents—where the person is physically injured. Operations. Serious 
illness 

Motor accidents that result in loss of property but no serious injuries 
are not valid dates. Primarily we are looking for Ascendant transits. The 
first house, among other things, is the house of the physical body, so any 
event where your body is accidentally injured, or cut into, or not function- 
ing well due to ill health is a valid date. 


Travel: 

Travel which has changed the person. 

Generally the best dates are the first overseas trip, or first time the per- 
son encounters a different culture. Travel is also relevant to the peer group 
and life style. If the person is the only one of their "tribe" to visit the city 
which is only 20 miles away, then that city visit is a valid date. However, 
if flying to London or New York is a regular feature of the person’s life, 
then those dates are not valid. 


Career or Work: 

Major job or career changes. Starting school. Leaving school. Starting 
College or University. Graduating 

These are changes to the social status—MC dates. If the person 
changes jobs often or moves from one type of job to another job which is 
basically identical, then those sorts of job changes are not valid dates. In 
addition, when a child starts school, they are changing their standing in the 
family and within their circle of friends and this is an MC type of date. 


Major Moves of Home Base: 

House movements. Emigration 

This may be moving around the corner or to the other side of the world 
but if it was a big move for the person's household, then it is a valid date. 


Achievements: 

The times the person has excelled. 

This could be almost anything: starring in a school play, or winning a 
Noble prize. Whatever the event, as long as it is a peak in the person's life, 
it is a valid date. 


Other Dates: . 
Sometimes there are events of which you may be unsure but as long as 
they are important to the individual AND can be linked to one of the an- 
gles, then you can use them. 
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Spiritual experiences, insights, great moving moments are wonderful 
things but are not the components of outer planets to the angles and have 
proven to be INVALID for graphic rectification. 


Range and Closeness of Dates and Age of Client 

Dates should span the life. We are looking at the movement of outer 
planets through a person's chart and therefore the best and clearest graphs 
are gained from a set of dates which span the life. For example, a few 
dates in childhood, a few more in adolescence with the frequency of dates 
increasing in adult life. If a person is fifty and all of the dates are in the 
last 15 years of the current life, then you are getting an unbalanced picture 
of the outer planetary transits. 

Similarly it is advisable to have no two dates within six months of each 
other, for dates that are close together are merely duplicating the same 
outer planetary transit. 

In addition, if the person is young, pre-% return, then he or she has not 
lived long enough to have a reasonable number of outer planetary transits 
and generally the graphs are not that valid for rectification work. 


Common Problems in Graphic Rectification 


Dates. The most common problem is caused through dates. Not enough, 
too close together, not covering the life, person too young, and so on. 
Most of these can be corrected by asking the person to go back through 
old papers, passports, tax papers, health papers to find the exact dates of 
certain events. Most people will be vague with dates but by going through 
the above list of dates with them and pointing out where they could find 
particular dates, then most post-* return adults can put together a suitable 
set of dates for rectification. 


Aspect Patterns. However, there are some charts where graphic rectifi- 
cation will not work. The principle of the system is that the most sensitive 
points to transits are the angles. If a person has a stellium of planets over 
one of the angles, this can blur the graph, flattening off a peak, turning it 
into a sort of plateau, meaning that you might get one peak which is one 
set of angles but not the other. 

In addition, the aspect patterns of Grand Trines and Grand Crosses 
and Kites involving planets only will give peaks or plateaus. However, a 
T-Square has to be very tight in its orb to manifest its presence. If you 
ever wondered if you have that "Grand Trine" in your chart and you are 
getting graph activity in that degree area, then you've got that Grand Trine 
and, furthermore, the degree of the peak will tell you the degree point at 
which it is manifesting. 
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Single Planets or Midpoints. Working with these graphs over 10 years, I 
have found that a single planet or midpoin-—-NO MATTER WHAT 
PLANET—is not capable of yielding a peak on the graph. 


An Example of Graphic Rectification. 


A simple example of graphic rectification is to take the life of Queen 
Elizabeth II. Her birth time of 2.40 a.m. BST on April 21, 1926 in Lon- 
don is a well recorded event. The Queen’s life has many events in it 
which do not fit into the normal client’s expected life but amongst this 
unusual lifestyle are normal human events of births, job problems, deaths 
and so on. The following dates were selected: 


1. 1930 August 21 Birth of Sister 
(this is the birth of a younger sibling) 
2. 1936 December 10 Becomes heir to the throne 
(Uncle abdicates) 
This is a large gap of time about which 
you would normally query your client. 
3 1947 November 20 Married 
4 1948 November 14 _ Birth of first son 
5. 1950 August 15 Birth of daughter 
6. 1952 February 6 Death of father 
qi 1953 June 2 Coronation (Job change) 
8. 1956 November Suez Crises (Work problems) 
9. 1960 February 9* Changes her surname 
10. 1960 February 19* Birth of second son 


11. 1964 March 10 Birth of third son 

12, 1969 July 1 Investiture of the Prince of Wales 
(first big family occasion) 

13. 1971 May Pay raise problems (Job crisis)

* Dates 9 and 10 are too close in time so you could only use one of them. 
I chose not to use date 9. 
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The above dates were run through the software package JigSaw and 
the graph shown below was obtained. The positions of 4 outwards includ- 
ing the Q have been plotted (with this many exact dates there is enough 
data to use outer planets only 

The graph can also be constructed by hand but you may get a slightly 
different graph due to the methods used for rounding off to whole degrees.

The peaks on the graph are:

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If you knew the Queen was born between midnight and 3 a.m., then 
your work would be finished with the time of 2.38 a.m. However, if there 
is no knowledge of the birth time, then you need to check each possible 
chart for outer transits conjuncting the angles. 

In this case the list can also be shortened by looking at the graph again. 
Two of the possibilitics are showing a square Cross of Matter, angle set 5 
and 7. If both the Ascendant and the MC were at 25°, one would expect a 
much larger peak in this area of the graph. 

In working with the other five sets of angles, the set of ASC 21° “6 
and MC 25° Tl picks up far more events as planets conjunct the angles 
than any other set. This is as far as graphic rectification will take you, 
clearly indicating one or maybe two possible charts. You can then apply 
solar arc or secondary progression or any other technique of your choice if 
you have to choose between charts. 


Another example 

An interesting example to also explore is to look at key dates from the 
“Life” of a country, in this case the USA, to see if the resulting graphs 
support any of the many charts debated. For graphic rectification can be 
used not only for people but just as easily for countries. It should be noted 
that the point of this exercise is to give an example of graphic rectifica- 
tion, not to offer a suggestion as to the “correct” chart for the USA. The 
following dates were collected:

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These dates were chosen because of their major influence on either the 
people or the identity of the country. Date number 2 and 3 are too close 
together and thus you would only work with one of them. It would be your 
choice as to which one to drop of the list. In this example I eliminated date 
for the abolition of slavery. Also date number 21 is not accurate and only 
a month is given. Thus when working with this date, only planets stressing 
one degree in the whole month could be used.

In looking at the graph the computer indicates that the three peaks are 
at 7° 30’ to 8° 30’ the small peak at 9° 45’ to 10° 15’ anda large peak at 
15° 15° to 16° 45’. In doing the graph by hand you would get peaks at 
about 7° , 9° and 15-16°. These peaks can then be tested to sec if it is 
possible, in Philadelphia, for one of them to be an Ascendant while one of 
the others is an MC. The follow possible combinations were achieved:

From this point with the rectification you would need to check all - 
seven charts for outer planetary transits to the angles. Of the seven charts 
only three have events linked to the transits of X, ¥ and ¥ over the an- 


—— 
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gles. These three charts are once again the charts already cited for the 
USA. 

The Gemini rising chart: ¥ » IC—the Korean War; ¥ « Descen- 
dant—the end of the Vietnam War. X ¢ descendant—Hawaii purchased; 
and then when it was ¢ the IC - Alaska became a state. 

The Scorpio rising chart: ¥ ¢ MC—the Korean War.  o the MC— 
Alaska became a state. 

The Libra rising Chart: ¥ « Descendant—Lincoln assassinated; and 
¥ o the Ascendant—the end of the Vietnam War. XX on the Descendant— 
Stock market crash. 

It is at this stage that the astrologer has to step in and apply simple 
house rulerships to the transits to see which transits are yielding the right 
sort of symbolism. For example, the Gemini rising chart has natal XK & the 
Ascendant and ruling the MC, so having it involved in a major transit to 
the angles each time the USA purchased territories (change of image and 
status) is an interesting statement. Link that with the ¥ to the IC for the 
Korean war—natally in the ninth (it was a UN decision) and TN inter- 
cepted in the sixth house (the house of duty) and one could start to think 
that the graphic rectification—based on the dates used—was supporting 
the Gemini rising chart. 

These are just two simple examples of graphic rectification. It is not a 
wonder method that will always work but no matter what result you get, if 
you have put in sensible dates, then you will acquire a chart that will work 
for predictive reasons because it has been created from the client’s history. 


Other uses of these Graphs. 


There are many other uses of the graphs apart from rectification. You 
may know your birth time but when you plot the graph you acquire a peak 
that does not make sense of your chart. This point may not fit any known 
astrological point but what you have found is a peak or rather zodiac de- 
gree that is sensitive to transit. The Queen has a sensitive point at 14° of 
any Zodiac sign, so in your predictive work for this “client”, you would 
watch for planets reaching that degree, even though the Queen has no na- 
tal point at 14°. 

You may have a list of dates of times that you have been lucky. By 
plotting those dates:on a graph in the same manner as for rectification, 
you will find the sensitive points in your chart for transits which bring 
luck. I know of a jockey that has plotted all his wins into a graph, so now 
he can watch for planets reaching his key peak degrees and know when he 
is likely to have his winning patches. The uses are endless, with rectifica- 
tion being just one of the graph’s functions.

All autobiographical details are in the subject’s own words.

(but that is another story)—failed. Transferred to Infantry. 

November 15, 1944: Shipped to England. Loved the country. Was the 
only person in the outfit who understood the dialect, having been in Noel 
Coward’s Red Peppers. 

December 1944: Belgian front line. Germans had encircled entire portion 
of American Army. I seem to remember being in a farmhouse, third or 
fourth in line ready to cut across a field. First man went and was cut down 
by sniper. Same for second, and medic went out for him. Whoever was in 
charge stopped the operation. [This may or may not be the way it really 
happened but have on occasion considered that from there on everything 
was gravy.] Anyhow, later that night(?) I went to the Medics to report 
someone wounded, went to sleep in a corner and woke next morning with 
a tag saying I had frostbite. Exit to England. Was there on VE Day. Back 
to States and discharge on July 28, 1945. 

August 14, 1945, New York: VJ Day. Met and started living with future 
wife—married on August 14, 1947. Following three years: studied (?) at 
the Art Students League under GI Bill, and worked at Waldorf Astoria. 
1949: Paris. “Attended” Atelier Fernand Leger, under GI Bill. But really 
had a wonderful year hanging out in cafés, etc. “Being there” but never 
really committed. 

December 26, 1951: Daughter born. Worked for AAA. 

May 1955: Divorce. 7am—3 pm AAA, 6 pm—1-2 am cafes, bars, etc. in 
Greenwich Village. Hung out at MOMA and Art Student’s League. Man- 
aged to get fired from AAA about 1960. Collected Unemployment Insur- 
ance; with this, along with small Army pension, managed to be involved 
(but again, never committed to) the Art scene, the off-Broadway scene, the 
Pot scene, the Hippie scene, etc. until about 1966. 

Summer 1964: Zen of Base & Ball published. Sheer accident. TZ, who 
owned the Figaro café (home base at that time) had an idea about Zen and 
the Art of playing baseball. Neither of us knew anything about publishing. 
TZ had never been north of 14th Street. I threw together some drawings, 
added some words of TZ’s and submitted it to publisher. Didn’t expect 
anything but they actually wanted to publish. Took us a year to finish and 
nothing else came of it. Can’t say if it was my fault or not. 

It was during this time that both mother and father died. I was in deep 
financial and emotional trouble—phone cut off, dispossession notices, a 
castrating relationship, etc. Someone put me onto a Lay Analyst who, I 
believe, saved my life. Went to school to learn how to draw a straight line, 
got minor job in advertising and started learning how to travel.

Met 
JW in Athens, who asked me to collaborate with him on an idea for a uni- 
versal codebook he had sold to Pan Books, Never worked out, but concept 
for my own books was further clarified. I lived in London with a former 
friend of JW’s for about a year. It was also during this time that I was 
told by a clairvoyant that bricks and mortar and green were in my future. 
1979: Illustrated Don Quixote de La Mancha (Part Il) by Alonso Avel- 
laneda—the spurious continuation of Cervantes’ Part I. The irony! Like 
the author trying to be Cervantes, I had the job of trying to be Gustave 
Doré. For a model of the Don, all I had to do was look in a mirror. Talk 
about battling windmills! 

August 1983: Designed cover for Considerations magazine. 

January 12, 1987: Moved to London, | had been given some money 
(green) to move out of my NYC apartment (bricks and mortar). Before 
leaving, the 7 ypography Quarterly were quite keen to get permission to 
feature the end-page Don Quixote drawing. This would have meant a 
double 11 x 17” page spread with personal bio. and international expo- 
sure. For whatever reason, in late 1987, a letter arrived thanking me for 
submitting the drawing but...(something like)...not suitable for us. 

June 1990: Madrid. Meetings with Director of Sociedad Cervantina to 
arrange for exhibition of the Quixote drawings for 1991. This, like every- 
thing also that seems to me to be very Don Quixotic, did not of course 
come to pass. 


Ronald Reagan's Real Radix

Y ATTENTION was first drawn to the problem of Ronald 

Reagan's birth time by Raul Davila's letter in Mercury 

Hour.’ He listed 21 published birth times for Reagan by 

well-known astrologers along with a series of life events 
that he and David Dozier had compiled. Subsequent issues of Mercury 
Hour added to the controversy by printing more letters advancing still 
other times. I've since added several more times published in other publi- 
cations. See Table 1. 

The fact that professional astrologers haven't been able to agree on a 
single birth time points to a serious problem in current astrological prac- 
tice--that of determining and proving a correct physical time of birth when 
it is unknown. 

Dymock Brose, who publishes Astrologer's Forum’ in Australia, be- 
gan to tackle this problem in January 1985. Dymock published a series of 
rectification exercises where the birth time was known but not disclosed to 
readers. Each exercise featured a series of life events and, in some cases, 
a brief physical description. Readers were invited to use their own pre- 
ferred techniques to arrive at the birth time. Although Astrologer's Forum 
readers applied a broad range of traditional rectification techniques in 
these initial exercises, none came within half an hour of the actual birth 
times. 

Finally, in the fifth of these rectification exercises, Dr. Jack Nicholls 
came within 2 minutes of the given birth time. Shortly after this, he dis- 
covered the technique that is now known as the "Nicholls' Solar Return 
method" which can narrow an approximate two-hour time range down to 
within minutes of the actual birth time.’ This method is particularly help- 
ful when the time can be narrowed down to an individual rising sign.

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Following Nicholls’ discovery, Ross Harvey developed two additional 
techniques for finding unknown birth times. These two methods can nar- 
row a 24-hour time period down to a time that is usually within a few 
hours of the correct time. Sometimes the estimate is only a few minutes 
off. 

RH!'s first procedure, when a time is completely unknown, is based on 
the progressions and regressions of the secondary ©. He recently simpli- 
fied the calculations by using the Julian Day numbers listed in The Ameri- 
can Ephemeris so the exact times of progressed aspects can be taken di- 
rectly from the aspectarian in the ephemeris. 

RH's second procedure is the Solar Return Lunar method. This proce- 
dure has been modified since it was first published so that a reliable esti- 
mate can be obtained when only a few major events are known. 

Dr. Nicholls and Ross Harvey recently summarized their years of 
studying the problem of rectification and finding unknown birth times in 
an article published in Considerations’. 

Commencing last year, a further series of rectification contests are 
running in Considerations. These latest contests are similar to those pre- 
viously set by Dymock Brose. Obviously, we still have a long way to go 
as the results from the first three of these contests show much the same 
range of times as we have for Reagan. In Contest #1, the nearest sug- 
gested time was 3h 21m off, with the furthest estimate 18h 23m off. In the 
second contest, one entrant came within 12m of the given time, and an- 
other entrant was within 18m. However, the furthest estimated time was 
15h 29m away from the correct time. In Contest #3, the closest entry was 
2h 28m off, with the furthest entry 19h 12m off. 


FTER READING the Nicholls-Harvey article on rectification, I 

wrote to Ross Harvey to see if these methods could resolve the 

problem of Reagan's correct physical time of birth. I emphasize 
Physical time of birth for two reasons, An Edgar Cayce reading’ states: 


Q-5: Should an astrological horoscope be based on the time of 
physical birth or the time of soul birth? 


A-5: On the time of physical birth...

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Secondly, after years of studying different systems of progressions, di- 
rections and returns against dated life events, Ross Harvey has found that 
an accurately observed time of physical birth is seldom off by more than a 
minute or two. Perhaps the reason for this slight discrepancy in observed 
times of birth is due to no one having conclusively demonstrated what 
constitutes the moment of physical birth. Margaret Millard MD had a 
stopwatch at the birth of her granddaughter Maria®. The birth was at 
11:58:06, first cry occurred at 11:58:35, and cord cutting was at 
11:59:26. So this particular birth covered a time span of just 1’ 20”. 


OTH Dr. Nicholls and Ross Harvey agree that the most essential 

item for a successful rectification is an extensive list of life 

events. In addition, it is important--where possible--to know the 
individual's reaction to each event. Weddings are not always joyous occa- 
sions, and the deaths of others can cause feelings of relief or even happi- 
ness. 

Since Reagan has spent most of his adult life in the public eye, numer- 
ous accurately dated events are available. Raul Davila and David Dozier 
wrote and called numerous individuals to verify and/or correct many of 
the dates given in Table 2. 


R. NICHOLLS has recommended establishing cut-off points for 

each rising sign over the 24-hour day. This can be very helpful 

when the time has been narrowed to within a 4-hour range, es- 
pecially if physical characteristics point to a certain rising sign. For ex- 
ample, were we to decide Reagan had to have a fixed sign rising and be 
born before 6:00 AM, Table 3 tells us the birth could only have occurred 
during the initial 2h 5m 11s of the day. 


[Editor's note: A frequency distribution of the different rising signs 
associated with the published estimated birth times listed in Table 1 

is included in Table 3, The estimate arrived at in the present article 

is not included. Six rising signs have been proposed, with Tl, & and 
* the most popular choices. The two astrologers who should be cor- 
rect, Carroll Righter and Joan Quigley—on different occasions they 
worked with Reagan!—opted for & and >’, respectively.]

OSS AND I began this rectification assuming Reagan’s birth 
could have occurred at any time during the 24-hour period. When 
working with a completely unknown birth time, one is faced with 
at least 1,440 possible times, one every minute of the day. Ross therefore 
advocates an approach that eliminates those time ranges that are not pos- 
sible or probable. 
This is the same approach sculptors use. As they chip away everything 
that is not a horse, they get closer and closer to the horse. 
Ross has summarized’ his philosophy as follows: 


The most important point to remember in rectification is that indica- 
tions that are in accordance with events do not prove anything, re- 
gardless of the predictive technique being used, as they may be no 
more than coincidences, no matter how numerous or appropriate or 
accurately timed they may be. Only indications that are clearly con- 
trary in nature to known events are significant. 


Astrologers’ Forum, #96. 
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Age Harmonics provide a key method for eliminating unlikely time 
ranges. While John Addey suggested that harmonic charts had potential 
value in the rectification of charts*, it was Ross Harvey who pioneered 
their use in determining unknown birth times and in refining known birth 
times. With NOVA or a similar program, it is easy to run harmonic list- 
ings for 00:00 hrs. and 24:00 hrs. on the birthday. Tables 4 and 5 show 
the time ranges that can be excluded using the Age Harmonics procedure. 
It is immediately obvious that the birth time has to be in the early morn- 
ing, and that it is most likely before 3 AM. 

The time range from 3:04—24:00 is excluded, leaving 0:00—3:04 AM 
CST as the only possible range for the birth time. Within this range, Tl 
and ~ are the only possible rising signs. 

After RH demonstrated that all times after 3 AM can be excluded, he 
pointed out that there are two likely conjunctions of the harmonic © 
which can be considered as the range has been so reduced. In a 24-hour 
range these two would have to be regarded as probably only coincidence, 
but in a 3-hour range they might be correct, although they are still not 
conclusive. Only indications contrary to the nature of the known events 
can be that.

There are only two uncontested time ranges: 0:17—0:26 and 0:44—0:52 
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SING HIS Progressed/Regressed Solar method, Ross Harvey 
arrived at a mean of 7.576885 hours UT, which converts to 1:34 AM 
CST. A time derived by this method should be within one to two hours of 
the birth time, perhaps less. This time confirms that the Age Harmonic 
range of 0:00—03:00 AM CST is probably correct.

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USED RH’s Solar Return Lunar method to estimate Reagan’s un- 
known birth time (see Table 10). Solar returns (SR), Precessed Solar 
Returns (PSR) and Kinetic Solar Retums (KSR) were calculated for 

00:00 hours UT for each year in which a significant event was known. 
Any conjunction the Solar Return ) made to a natal or Solar Return 
planet during the 24-hour period was noted, allowing a 5° overlap at each 
end of the day. The time when each conjunction became exact was calcu- 
lated. Conjunctions with symbolism contrary to the nature of the event 
were noted. For example, in SR-80 a 4 contact at 0°51’ & could have de- 
nied or delayed Reagan’s election/inauguration as President. Allowing a 
5° orb, the ) was at or before 0°51’ B at 9:33 PM CST. Allowing a 7- 
hour time orb, the equivalent of a 4° orb in longitude for the )’s average 
daily motion of 14°, all times after 2:33 PM CST (9:33 PM - 7 hours) can 
be eliminated. This leaves 24 times which average to 0:38 AM CST, 
again indicating an early morning time of birth. 

A quick glance at Table 11, shows that the majority of multiple con- 
tacts are in the early morning centered roughly at 1:00 AM.

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NCE ROSS HARVEY had established a probable range of 

00:00—02:00 AM CST, I used JN’s Solar Return method to 

arrive at a trial time of 0:47 AM. JN’s trim mean method of 
eliminating times more than thirty minutes away resulted in a final time 
of 0:50, which is within one minute of our final time of 0:5] AM (see 
Tables 12 and 13). 

After checking this time with Age Harmonics, progressed and re- 
gressed angles, planetary stations, and outer planet transits, I felt the 0:51 
time looked good and forwarded the results to Ross for his evaluation. He 
agreed that 0:51 AM is very likely the correct time although precision 
rectification methods may alter it slightly.

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ICHOLLS & HARVEY have described the use of planetary sta- 

tions for determining unknown birth times in two articles on rec- 

tification’. For Reagan, Ross and I first determined the probable 
time of birth through other methods and I then used the planetary stations 
as an additional check on the accuracy of the proposed MC and ASC. Of 
the 14 stations listed below, 11 contact the MC or ASC within a 1° orb.

He now considers Age Har- 

monics to be one of the best ways to establish a correct rectification— 

provided they are properly used together with other standard procedures, 

such as secondary progressions and regressions, returns, etc. For rectifi- 

cation, only the o and o® contacts are used, with no more than a 5° orb. 

Contacts can be Harmonic-to-Natal or Harmonic-to-Harmonic, and they must 
be appropriate for the event.

After writing the initial draft of this article, I discovered an article by 
Manfred Groeger that gave 0:46:01 AM CST as Reagan’s time of birth. 
He had started with 1:20 AM and had used the Hermes Balance (an alter- 
native way to calculate the Prenatal Epoch) to arrive at his estimated 
time—differing from 0:51 by only 5 minutes.

FILLER for an unexpected spare page allows the introduction to 
what, perhaps at some later date, may become a lengthy 


discussion: the correspondence between the various glyphs used 
in Astrology and those encountered among older alchemical texts. 

The three signs on the left were used in the long-ago past to symbolize 
three aspects of the human intellect, In turn, from top to bottom, they were 
said to represent, (a) Passive Intellect, (b) Active Intellect, and (c) The 
Intellect in action. The corresponding astrological glyphs for the three Air 
Signs are shown on the right. In each instance three lines have become 
two, but otherwise the similarity is obvious, as is the inherent meaning of 
the three pairs.

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Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 


by DYMOCK BROSE 


// HE HOROSCOPE of 
the late Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy Onassis is of inter- 
est not only because she 

was so much in the public eye but 
also because we are fairly certain 
of her birth time, and so we can 
confidently utilize astrological 
techniques to see how appropri- 
ately planetary dispositions depict 
the events of her life. Here, I pro- 
pose to look at four of the most 
important events: marriage to John 
F. Kennedy, who later became the

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President of the United States; be- 
ing widowed through his assassi- 
nation; her subsequent marriage 
to the shipping magnate, Aristotle 
Onassis; and her own death in May 
this year. 

Venus ruling the House of 
Marriage occupies the 8th House 
(Deaths), and is opposite Saturn. 
This is sufficient indication of the 
death of a husband, and also the 
sadness surrounding both her mar- 
riages—the infidelities of J. F. 
Kennedy and the lack of rapport 
with Aristotle Onassis. People with 
 £ % in their horoscopes have 
difficulty in achieving a union that 
is satisfying and happy. A great 
deal of effort is needed to avoid 
emotional coldness and separation. 
It is not surprising that the effort is 
often too much for most of us ordi- 
nary mortals. 

This situation is particularly 
sad for a person born with the Sun 
in Leo—the Heart Sign—where the 
need for love and admiration is 
usually the mainspring of the na- 
ture. Jackie had this heart quality, 
and suffered from its lack of grati- 
fication, but the pride of Q and the 
fortitude of her Ml Ascendant pre- 
vented her from making a public 
exhibition of it. 

The Ml Ascendant also accounts 
for the privacy of nature—the ra- 
diance of £2 subjected to the re- 
serve, even secrecy, of Tl. Never 
were the details of her personal life 
open for scrutiny until the one oc- 
casion near the very end when she 
let it be known that she was enter- 
ing hospital for treatment of 
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Hodgkin’s Lymphoma. She bore 
her illness with dignity, and herself 
made the decision to die at home 
among family and friends when it 
became clear that further treatment 
would be useless. Did Jackie, in 
fact, deliberately cut short her life 
span rather than endure perhaps 
weeks more of traumatic living 
without quality? She did not lack 
courage and resolve. This question 
does come to mind in view of the 
very short lapse of time between 
her leaving hospital and her death 
on May 20th. 

Neptune at the Midheaven of 
her chart forms a grand trine with 
the Moon in the House of Health, 
and Saturn in the House of Income. 
It cannot be said that this is a joy- 
ful combination, notwithstanding 
the trines—they simply link 4 and 
¥ to the ). It is only a little better 
than having the same planets in a 
T-Square with the Moon. Un- 
doubtedly this configuration was 
the dominant factor in her final 
illness, the ) being associated with 
glandular function as in lymphoma, 
and %/¥ with illness and suffering. 
Tt must also have had a very de- 
pressing effect on her spirits at 
times, however well Jackie con- 
cealed this from the gaze of others. 

Scorpio on the Ascendant, rein- 
forced by the trine from its Ruler, 
Pluto, to the rising degree, and un- 
modified by any other planet near 
the Ascendant, pointed to a life of 
extremes, which is typical of most 
born under this powerful Sign. 
With Jackie it was simply more 
so—married to a President of the 


USA; the horror of having him shot 
to death beside her and being spat- 
tered with his blood; her brother- 
in-law, Robert Kennedy, also as- 
sassinated; a second marriage to 
one of the world’s richest men who 
died only 6% years later; continued 
association with famous people; 
and throughout being the focus of 
world-wide attention. 

A trait of the Sign Leo 
that Jackie amply demon- 
strated was self-indulgence 
and love of luxury. Jupiter 
(the expander) and Venus 
(pleasure and __ beautiful 
things) aspecting the Sun 
by sextile and semisquare 
respectively boosted this 
failing of Leo. Her extravagant 
spending (4 ruling the II" house 0 
& and z )) caused trouble in both 
her marriages. The money went 
largely on fashion, clothes and 
jewelry (9/O). Leo vanity had a 
hand in this. It brought its own 
penalty in the shape of the unhappy 
union with Aristotle Onassis, 
which was widely and probably 
correctly assumed to have been 
made for the sake of the wealth 
that came with it. Divorce proceed- 
ings were an imminent prospect at 
the time of Aristotle’s death in 
March 1975 from a complex of 
serious bodily ailments. So Jackie 
was widowed again. 

Another, more attractive trait of 
Leo, which Jacqueline also exem- 
plified, was hospitality. It is re- 
ported that at her home functions 
she had the capacity for making 
each individual guest feel specially 
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welcome and valued. They blos- 
somed and bloomed through her 
attention and the radiance of her 
personality. 

What do we make of Neptune 
at the Midheaven of the chart? 
Well, Jackie started her career 
(successfully) as a photographer, 
and was forever a keen and knowl- 
edgeable follower and patron of 


art, music, ballet and_ theater. 
Neptune was responsible for the 
aura of glamour that surrounded all 
her doings, and which were widely 
reported on that specially Neptu- 
nian medium: television. Neptune 
also played its part in the book 
promotions she instigated when, 
after Aristotle’s death, she became 
an editor at a big publishing house. 
In this she was highly successful 
(O ¢ in the IX” House), not only 
rescuing worthwhile manuscripts 
from obscurity but also bringing 
out and promoting the sale of doz- 
ens of books each year. Aside from 
its mundane effects, Neptune must 
have colored her inner life with its 
qualities of fantasy and imagina- 
tion, sensitivity and intuition.

1953, the Solar Return (Figure 2) 
proclaimed it was a love match: 
Jupiter, ruling the Vi" House, is 
conjunct Venus, the Unifier, at the 
Midheaven. Fortuna closely sex- 
tiles Jupiter, adding to the promi- 
nence of this Planet of Fulfillment, 
Students of the Arabian Parts will 
also find it of interest that the Part 
of Marriage in this chart is 
15°13’II ¢ 4 and the Midheaven. 
Something that was probably not 
noticed or was disregarded at the 


time is that if we turn the chart to 
make the Marriage Cusp the As- 
cendant, an ominous note is struck 
by the almost exact conjunction of 
the malefics Saturn and Neptune in 
the derived VII" House—the 
House of Death. This portent of 
Saturn and Neptune becomes more 
dangerous through the close sextile 
of Pluto, the Destroyer, and the 
square from Uranus—planet of 
sudden shocks. The marriage lasted 
until Kennedy’s death a little over 
ten years later—and the violent o 
o X is separated by approximately 
10°.

The year Jackie married John F. Kennedy.

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HE ASSASSINATION of President Kennedy in Dallas, Texas 

on November 22, 1963, was an event of unprecedented shock and 

horror in the political field; certainly eclipsing that of the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand at Sarajevo in 1914, which started the First World War. 
One would expect it to be reflected in his wife’s Solar Return (Figure 3) 
by appropriate afflictions. Curiously, this is not the case. 

Far from depicting a marital catastrophe, Venus right on the VII?" 
suggests a state of connubial bliss. Perhaps this did exist prior to the fa- 
tality, but where are the portents for the latter? The closest we come to a 
pointer is the position of Pluto on the VIII" cusp, 7° from conjunct Ura- 
nus and 4° from conjunct natal Mars. The Moon, ruling the VII" House, 
is conjunct Neptune, a mild indication of loss nowhere near commensurate 
with the tragedy that ensued, and the Moon’s rulership is the only accept- 
able connection with the VII" House (husband). Superimposing the Birth 
Chart does not in this case add any significant features. Neither is there 
any appreciable difference if the location is changed to Dallas.

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There is, however, a chart for the event that reflects its 
full horror. This is shown at Figure 4, the Age Har- 
monic for Jacqueline at age 34, relating to the year July 
28, 1963 to July 28, 1964. 

What a different story! *, ruling the VI" House 
(marriage and husband), is directly o° X in the Vi", 
and ¢ \ and § (violence, gunshot), while natal \K sits 
on the VII" cusp. ¥ adds its malign influence by trin- 
ingd o¢ yo 3, squaring the Age Harmonic » and opposing natal 4. A feature 
of nearly all these aspects is the very small orbs involved, less than 1° in some 
cases. This is quite remarkable for a Harmonic Chart where, due to the high 
multiplication factors, orbs of 545° or even 6° are acceptable, as introduced by 
Ross Harvey some years ago when he awoke us to the importance of Age Har- 
monics. Anyone who still doubts their validity and effectiveness should take 
due note of this example.

The Ascendant, significator of Life and Well-being, is ruled by ¥, which is 
o ¥ and Xf, certainly an affliction, but not one that invites a presumption 
of approaching death. Mental disturbance would be more in line with the 
nature of the planets concerned. The), an important factor in a woman’s 
health, is separating by 3° from the square of an elevated 4—not healthy, 
but also not lethal. 

The Solar Return becomes rather more significant when compared with the 
Radix: ¥, planet of death and destruction, conjoins the natal Ascendant, though 
the orb is 5°—more than one would expect in the circumstances, This conjunc- 
tion gains extra significance through occurring in the VI" House (illness) and 
in ¥’s own Sign, Tl, which suggests malignancy. Natal ¥ at 18°23’ is con- 
junct the Solar Return } at 18°25’& (only a 2’ orb), and % here rules the As- 
cendant—the physical body. Natal 4 at 9°34’II is just below the Ascendant in 
the SR and rules the SR VIII" House (death).

The immediate impact in the Age Harmonic is that of the ) rising, 
forming a T-Square with 4 and o’, and Oo respectively.

What is specially striking about this af- 
fliction is the closeness of the orb, less than 1° for all four significators— 
truly remarkable when we consider the high multiplication factor of 64 
involved in the construction of this chart.

Another factor pointing in the same direction is the ¢ of the O (the life-

one-dollar lottery tickets. On Sun- 
day afternoon they lit the barbecue 
fire, opened the first bottle of wine 
and began to scratch the surface of 
the 300 tickets to look for cash 
prizes. It was one of those wonder- 
ful balmy days with friends and 
laughter, good company, good food 
and cheer... but no big bucks in 
spite of the fact that Scratchers 
offer the best overall odds of any of 
California’s five lottery games. 
There were enough small bill win- 
ners to recoup about a third of their 
money. 

The lottery is big business. 
Since the California lottery began 
in 1985, sales have totaled $16.1- 
billion (as of October, 1993) with a 
total number of 925 people win- 
ning a million dollars or more. Out 
of every lottery dollar, 50¢ goes to 
the winners, 34¢ to public educa- 
tion, 6¢ cents to retailer commis- 
sions, 3'4¢ to game costs and 6¢ to 
operating expenses.

How little you know about the age you live in 
if you think that honey is sweeter 
than cash in hand 
Ovid (437 B.C. - A.D.18) 
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The earliest government- 
sponsored lotteries were organized 
in France in 1520. In 1680, Eng- 
land held an historic lottery to raise 
funds for improving London’s wa- 
ter supply equipment. Spain de- 
veloped the e/ gordo game and 
Ireland, the sweepstakes. Though 
private lotteries were popular in the 
United States, it was not until 1963 
that the government began to spon- 
sor lotteries. It was then that New 
Hampshire authorized a sweep- 
stakes lottery and designated a 
portion of the profits to its educa- 
tional system. The games proved 
so popular that by the end of the 
1980s more than half of the states 
had approved lotteries. 

Odds of winning vary for the 
different games. In California, for 
example, the Daily 3 pays up to as 
much as $500 for three winning 
numbers; the odds are 1 in 1,000. 
Deco pays off on winning cards 
that are drawn six days a week; the 
odds are | in 28,561. Fantasy Five 
requires the selection of five win- 
ning numbers for drawings that are 
held three days a week, with vari- 
ous winning amounts that can go

over $100,000; the odds of choos- 
ing all five of five winning numbers 
is 1 in 575,757. 

The California lottery game 
which builds up gigantic jackpots 
is Super Lotto as it is held over for 
the next bi-weekly drawing when 
no one has picked all six winning 
numbers. This is the game that 
pays off in the millions. The odds 
of winning all six of the six win- 
ning numbers are 1 in 18,009,460. 
Why bother to play in a contest 
against odds of 18 million? Be- 
cause of the 925 people who have 
already won. (Why not me? JI 
might be the one to hear those 
magical words, "You will receive a 
check for $125,000 a year for the 
next 20 years!") 

In a study of the charts of 
Lucky Winners, the patterns are 
similar whether the gamble is in a 
state lottery, keno, poker, a slot 
machine, a sports pool or a game 
show. It is the amount that makes 
the difference: does it change our 
life, from one day to the next, sud- 
denly and forever to win an ob- 
scene amount of money? In theory, 
winning a million dollars would not 
show an appreciable difference, 
astrologically, in the chart of a 
multi-millionaire, as it would not 
make a marked change in their 
lives as they were at the time. 

The Big Win is the amount of 
money, in comparison to what is 
customary for us that is sufficient 
to make a sweeping change in our 
life style. For the sake of number 
crunching in this study, we may 
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call a half-million dollars the 
minimum consideration. 

The following patterns are those 
which are observed to be most ob- 
vious and consistent: 


1. The ) in a trine or grand trine 
(which in half of the examples in- 
volved 2 or 4). In those few cases 
where the. ) does not have a A in 
the natal chart, it is necessary by 
progression at the time of the Big 
Win. 


2. Natal \ in at least one trine. 


3. Natal 4 in aspect to ¥. This 
does not have to be one of "the big 
four"; it is often one of the lesser 
aspects, such as a » or 2.

5. Natal or progressed 2 or } in 
aspect to \K (1° for progressed as- 
pects). 


6. Natal or progressed 2 or \ Ret- 
Tograde. 


7, Natal ¥ & or & the ruler of the 
II” house within 4-5°, or in some 
other aspect to the ruler of the I™ 
house within one or two degrees, or 
in progressed aspect within 1°. 


8. A close natal 2 between two 
planets within 1° to show the po- 
tential for a sudden change of di- 
rection in the life, or a progressed a 
between two planets, 1°. (This g 
most frequently involves the MC, 
», 2, Yor ¥.) 


9. Natal or progressed interposi- 
tions or close aspects between the 
XII" house to the II" and/or VIII" 
houses. 


10. Transit X in an aspect up to 
two or three degrees to the natal or 
progressed MC or the natal or pro- 
gressed ASC. (The reason that we 
find a valid X transit within several 
degrees is because X will go back 
and forth over an aspect three 
times during its change of station: 
the aspect is valid from the first 
one-degrce application until the last 
one-degree separation.) 


To be a big-time winner, we do 
not have to have all ten of the indi- 
cators but we do need at least six 
or seven. The greater quantity of 
lucky indicators and the more ob- 
vious they are in the chart, the 
greater the chances are of winning 
a fortune. 
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A lesser winner, for example, is 
Hugh Jeffcoat. He was interested 
in astrology as a tool to aid gam- 
bling. On July 29, 1981, in Reno, 
NV, he won $10,322 for an in- 
vestment of $39 in Keno. The win 
was at 9:54 PM PDT; he was paid 
the money at 10:30 PM PDT.

had not worked in three years. His wife, Joanne, was holding two 
jobs to support the family, and they were at rock bottom in their financial 
struggle. Joanne’s parents were not able to help as they were about to 
lose their home of the past 30 years for non-payment of the mortgage. 

When Greene bought a lottery ticket on November 25, 1992, the clerk 
(in error!) sold him a ticket for Megabucks instead of the lesser-winning 
Massachusetts Mass Cash ticket. Megabucks had not had a winner for 
seven weeks and the prize money had accumulated up to $13 million. On 
December 21, Greene was cleaning out his wallet of old tickets when he 
checked the numbers on the one he had bought a month before.

Joanne was laugh- 
ing and crying; she nearly passed out twice. The family, including Misty, 
15, and Ken Jr., 3, could anticipate a Christmas to surpass their wildest 
dreams.

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Some Little Used Aids 
to Interpretation 


by DENIS SAUNDERS 


Well-known, but infrequently used (if used at all) features of the 
Horoscope that are so important both in interpretation and prediction 


OHN LENNON’S birth 
chart contains three out- 

( standing indicators of his 

final destiny. 

The first, an indicator of trouble 
to come, is the placement of X in 
the VIII" house. It can indicate a 
sudden, swift, unexpected, unusual 
and public death. 


The second is the close ¥ ¢ % in 
the VII" house of open enemies. 
This ¢, known as the “President’s 
Curse,” can signify assassination. 

Thirdly, ¥ is in the IX" house. 
¥ is generally associated with a 
karmic death. In the IX" it can 
signify death in a foreign country, 
because of a foreigner and/or for a 
religious reason.

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In accordance with his poten- 
tial, John Lennon was assassinated 
in a foreign country, for a Teligious 
reason. 

It is necessary to show that this 

potential does reside in the natal 
chart, because no event that is not 
predicted within the radix can ever 
take place. 
We will see how some well-known, 
but often ignored, aids to nterpré- 
tation and prediction can assist us 
in identifying the timing and nature 
of John Lennon’s death. We will 
discuss declinations, © and ) re- 
turns, arabian parts, fixed stars, 
eclipses and midpoints. 


ECLINATION is the first 
of these little-used aids, 
the parallel, I, and contra- 


parallel, +. 

Parallels or contraparallels of 
declination are important in each of 
the three tiers of the horoscope, 
individually and separately—the 
three layers being the Radix or na- 
tal chart, the Progressed horoscope 
and the Transit chart. 

In each separate static layer, 
provided a true parallel or contra- 
parallel exists, it serves to bring 
into conjunction or opposition the 
bodies concerned. It is then a factor 
in interpretation. 

When we see the declination of 
a progressed body conjunct or op- 
posite the declination of a radical 
body, we know that something is 
about to happen. The nature of the 
event will, of course, be determined 
by the synthesis of the bodies in- 
volved. And when we see a transit- 
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ing planet coming to the parallel or 
contraparallel of either the pro- 
gressed or natal declination, we 
then know when. 

Compare the progressed and 
transit declinations at Lennon’s 
death with those at his birth.

& was the big trouble-maker in 
John Lennon’s chart. It is in its 
detriment and, at 0° declination, 
exactly on the celestial equator. 
Both factors give this planet ex- 
ceptional power for violence and 
destruction, by the use of firearms, 
knives, swords or physical assault. 

Incidentally, when dealing with 
declinations, an orb of only 1° is 
allowed. With this in mind, marvel 
how the declinations align in the 
progressed chart. .

I always insist that the ruler of 
a house must give permission for 
the affairs of its house to be poten- 
tialized. Notice how @, both natal 
and progressed, has kept pace with 
the personal points, the ASC and 
MC, of the chart. 


2. The progressed © is # the natal 
Midheaven and Xt, linking the VIII" 
house to the Public Body, and also 
ll the progressed ) and the pro- 
gressed Ascendant.

And then, on the day of his 
death, notice how the declinations 
bring Lennon’s destiny to a con- 
clusion. There is the exchange of 
declinations between the © and ¥ 
and the hand-shake with o’. 

So, from a chart like John Len- 
non’s, we can see how the individ- 
ual is composed of, and controlled 
by, a three-tiered timepiece. The 
first of the three, the radix, is 
static, like the face of a clock, and 
the other two are dynamic, the pro- 
gressions acting as the big, hour 
hand, and the transits as the 
smaller, minute hand. 


HE LOCALITY CHART. 

There are astrologers who 

believe that by changing 
one’s locality, it is possible to 
change one’s circumstances, as 
though one can circumvent one’s 
Fate. I am not a believer in the Lo- 
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cality Chart. I believe instead that 
the chart with which one is born is 
what one carries to the grave. By 
that I mean that the native’s physi- 
cal position in the world is pre- 
programmed into the natal horo- 
scope. 


With respect to Lennon’s birth 
chart or that of Mark Chapman, 
his killer (see Chart 2), the assassi- 
nation could not have occurred at 
the place of birth of either person. 
It was essential that they should 
both move to a different locality for 
the event to occur. If we take the 
Ascendant and Midheaven, one or 
both of which must be involved in 
any major event, at the respective 
places of birth, we can see why. 
This begs the question of free 
will. I do not believe in free will. I 
think free will on Earth is an illu- 
sion, and I am not so sure that we 
even had free will before we incar- 
nated. If there really is free will, 
then astrology should discard rec- 
tification and prediction. We can 
throw them out of the window. 
Goodbye. But it is possible to rec- 
tify and it is possible to predict. 
Furthermore, if astrology insists

did not want to incarnate, then the 
notion of force, of compulsion, is 
implied, and that, too, is the death 
of free will. 

Somerset Maugham gives an 
excellent example of fatalism in 
The Razor’s Edge. An Eastern 
potentate sent his servant to the 
market for provisions. While there, 
the servant was jostled by an old 
hag, who, when he looked at her, 
he recognized as Death. He hurried 
back to the palace and said to his 
master: 

“Master, I have been your 
faithful servant for many years. 
Today, Death smiled at me in the 
market place. Lend me a horse that 
I may ride to Damascus, and so 
escape.” 
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So he rode post-haste to Da- 
mascus 

The master, annoyed, sought 
out the old hag, and finding her 
said: “Death, why did you smile on 
my servant?” 

“Oh, no,” she said. “I did not 
smile on him. It was a look of sur- 
prise to see him here, when I had 
an appointment with him tonight... 
in Damascus.” 

Alas, alas. I fear we cannot es- 
cape our destiny. 

As a determinist, I believe I am in 
good company. As it says in Ec- 
clesiastes: there is a season for all 
things and a time for everything 
under the sun.

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Astrology & Market Timing, 


an Introduction 


by RAYMOND A. MERRIMAN 


EEP, DEEP in the heart 
D of financial centers 

throughout the world— 
like Wall Street in New York, 
and Jackson Street in Chi- 
cago—lie the rawest of all hu- 
man emotions driving Man: 
fear, hope, greed, excitement, 
frustration, dreams and confu- 
sion. The only difference be- 
tween the emotions expressed 
here versus the same emotions 
expressed elsewhere is the 
cause: the pure pursuit of prof- 
its. This is not to imply that pur- 
suit of profits is evil or wrong, 
but rather to demonstrate that 
such a pursuit has inherent in it 
all the emotions that Man tends 
to experience in all other as- 
pects of life—only more intense 
and more compressed between 
the walls of the financial ex- 
changes than the norm. 

Perhaps nothing in life clicits 
such a wide range of emotions as 
one’s experiences with money. 
That may be due to the fact that 
money in today’s world is a ne- 
cessity that affects every aspect of 
life; it affects one’s relations with 
others, one’s mental and physical 
health, status, even one’s own self- 
esteem. Because it is such an es- 
sential aspect of our lives, and be- 


cause it elicits such strong emo- 
tions, the changing value of money 
itself (or rather anything whose 
value can be related in monetary 
terms), is likely to correspond to 
various astrological signatures. 

To put it another way: if one 
accepts the premise of astrology— 
that movements in the heavens cor- 
respond to changes in human af- 
fairs—then one would have to ac- 
cept the possibility that astrological 
changes can coincide with changes 
in the value of financial goods and 
entities (i.e. stocks and commodi- 
ties). 

The market—the place where 
these values are determined every 
day (even every moment)—is 
nothing more than a_ gathering 
place of human beings (with emo- 
tions) bartering to buy and sell 
these financial instruments. They 
have one purpose in mind while in 
that market place: to buy at the 
best value they can (lowest price) 
and/or to sell at the best value they 
can (highest price). The objective is 
profit. 

But in that market place, each 
buyer and seller will experience the 
full gamut of human emotions 
listed above, emotions that relate to 
astrological principles. For  in- 
stance, in astrology, Venus relates 
to greed, Jupiter to hope, Saturn to

fear and frustration, Uranus to 
excitement, and Neptune to dreams 
and confusion. Of course there are 
other emotions, but these are the 
basics that every professional 
trader experiences frequently—and 
with great intensity—in very short 
amounts of time (in comparison to 
other walks of life). 

The point is this: just as astro- 
logical signatures coincide with 
changes in an individual’s life— 
complete with psychological issues 
and resultant probable emotions— 
so too does astrology coincide with 
changes of trends in market prices. 
Market reversals, as these are 
called, are simply changes in the 
group psychology, changes in the 
group’s emotional response to the 
value of the financial entity or 
commodity. As already stated, the 
market place is indeed nothing 
more than a gathering of individu- 
als who have intense and changing 
emotional experiences in their 
quest for profit. 


UT WHAT determines when 

that group psychology is 
reaching a climatic point? What 
determines when any particular 
market is ready to reverse its 
trend? The answer to these ques- 
tions is the purpose of a subject 
known as “market analysis.” A 
person engaged in market analysis 
is known as a market analyst, and 
it is his/her job to determine the 
trend (direction) of a market as 
well as those times when such 
trends may be likely to reverse. 
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There are two general methods 
of study within the subject of mar- 
ket analysis, and both are respon- 
sive to astrological principles. The 
most commonly used form of mar- 
ket analysis is known as 
“fundamental analysis,” the study 
of the causes that might affect 
changes in the flows of supply and 
demand. It is the relationship be- 
tween supply and demand for a 
product or service that ultimately 
determines its value (price). Sup- 
ply and demand in its purest sense 
relates to the buyers (those who 
demand) and the sellers (those who 
control the supply). 

However, in today’s complex 
financial world, there are two cate- 
gories of buyers and sellers: those 
who are the end users, and those 
who are the players (traders) of 
instruments that supposedly reflect 
the inherent value of these products 
and services. Fundamental analysts 
are primarily concerned about the 
former. The end user is the person 
who actually takes control and/or 
uses—buys or sells—the physical 
product or service. Any potential 
interruption in the distribution 
process of end users can have a 
pronounced effect upon the price of 
that product or service. For in- 
stance, if the Straits of Hormuz are 
closed indefinitely due to military 
tensions in the Middle East, the 
distribution process of crude oil is 
curtailed—supplies become lim- 
ited—resulting in sharply higher oil 
prices. There is a rush (demand) to 
get hold of the available supplies of 
oil on the market. The buyers (end 


users) bid up the prices to meet 
their obligations to their customers, 
lest they risk losing that customer 
to someone else who can supply 
their needs—at whatever price. 

There is, however, another type 
of buyers and sellers who can— 
and do—affect the price of goods 
or service. These are the traders of 
financial instruments, like stocks 
and commodities, that supposedly 
reflect the inherent value of the 
goods or services they represent. 
On the financial exchanges 
throughout the world, these players 
come together and try to outbid 
each other in the game of buying or 
selling these instruments. For every 
buyer, there must be a seller, and 
they must agree upon a price. 
These buyers and sellers within the 
exchange may represent end users, 
but in probably 90% of the cases, 
they represent they represent 
speculators and/or investors who 
are not end users. They are, in 
short, “profit-seekers.” Much to 
the chagrin of fundamental ana- 
lysts, these players contribute at 
least as much—if not more—to the 
price of a product or service than 
do the end users. 

Most fundamental analysts ig- 
nore, or deny, the influence that 
market players—especially the 
speculators—have upon the current 
and future price of these goods and 
services. And yet their presence is 
just as much a basic fundamental 
factor upon price as anything, for 
ultimately they too—in big num- 
bers—are buyers and sellers. The 
result of their intervention is— 
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guess what—a price, a value, for 
that good or service at that mo- 
ment. 

In reality, in today’s world, the 
end user has now come to look 
upon the pricing mechanism of the 
exchange as a guideline to the 
prices they charge one another— 
not the other way around. It has 
become a case of tail wagging the 
dog. And for that reason, funda- 
mental analysts, like economists 
and others trained in our hallowed 
halls of academia, are finding their 
methods of forecasting becoming 
less and less accurate, and less and 
less revered. They are trained to 
examine factors that have less and 
less relevance to actual price de- 
termination today. They study only 
a small segment of the group of 
buyers and sellers—the end us- 
ers—and ignore the greater group 
of those who determine prices—the 
market players, especially the 
speculators. 

But let us examine the second 
method of market analysis that 
does in fact take into account the 
greater group of buyers and sellers. 
These are the studies of technical 
analysis, market timing, and pat- 
tern recognition. 

These studies examine values, 
or prices, and a host of factors re- 
lated to both, that occur within the 
Sour walls of each of the world’s 
financial exchange centers. A fun- 
damental analyst is not concerned 
with what goes on inside the ex- 
changes, but only with what hap- 
pens outside of those centers. One 
engaged in technical analysis, mar- 
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ket timing, or pattern recognition is 
not usually concerned with any- 
thing that happens outside of the 
four walls of the exchange. News 
that might affect the distribution 
process between end users is ir- 
relevant except when it translates 
to changes of price within the ex- 
change center itself. 

It is that “change of price” 
within the market place itself that 
we are concerned about in this ar- 
ticle. In truth, both approaches to 
market analysis—the “fundamen- 
talist” who is concerned with what 
happens in the outside world, and 
the “technician” who is concerned 
with what happens within the walls 
of the market exchange centers— 
have merit. Both groups of buyers 
and sellers—the end users and the 
speculators/investors—have an in- 
fluence upon the price of a stock or 
commodity. 

In the field of astrology, there is 
a definite correspondence between 
these two disciplines. The mundane 
astrologer is like the fundamental 
market analyst, and the financial 
astrologer is like the technical mar- 
ket analyst. The mundane astrolo- 
ger examines worldly factors—like 
political changes, military devel- 
opments, weather and earth distur- 
bances—which directly or indi- 
rectly could very well affect the 
prices of a stock or commodity. A 
financial astrologer focuses upon 
the price—the highs and lows in 
particular—of a financial instru- 
ment that is traded in the financial 
exchanges of the world. He/she is 
engaged in the practice of predict- 
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ing when the price of a particular 
good or service (stock or commod- 
ity) will change substantially 
enough for a trader to make a de- 
cent profit. The financial astrologer 
belongs to a segment of the market 
analysis community known as 
‘market timers.” 


ET’S briefly look at the three 

areas of market analysis that 
deal with speculators and investors 
(what goes on within the four walls 
of the exchanges). 

The first is technical analysis. 
This is primarily the study of 
prices—where is value, and where 
is non-value. The floor of value is 
called “support” (the price at 
which players tend to come in and 
buy). The ceiling of value is called 
“resistance” (the price at which 
players come in and sell). A host of 
mathematical formulae have been 
devised to measure relationships 
between highs and lows in price 
over time. These are known as 
technical studies (like stochastics, 
relative strength, etc.), and they 
measure such things as momentum, 
overbought/oversold, and they help 
the technician to anticipate support 
and resistance levels, as well as 
determine an impending change in 
trend direction. 

The second area is market 
timing. The market timer is at- 
tempting to determine a time when 
the market will reverse. He/she 
does this through a host of separate 
studies, like cycles analysis, Gann 
studies (squaring time and price), 
seasonal tendencies, and astrology. 


Yes, astrology is a part of a 
larger study in market analysis 
known as “market timing.” It is a 
valid too—just as valid as the oth- 
ers—in determining a time in 
which a market may reverse direc- 
tion (price-wise). 

The third area is pattern rec- 
ognition. All price charts, and 
technical studies, and even astro- 
logical factors, tend to repeat cer- 
tain patterns. In terms of appear- 
ance, bar charts (charts of daily/ 
weekly/monthly highs and lows) 
move in patterns. Some people call 
these “waves.” Other analysts look 
for configurations known as 
“divergence,” where one market 
may make a new high or low, yet a 
related market does not. Or, diver- 
gence may show up in technical 
studies, where a market makes a 
new cycle high or low, although a 
corresponding technical indicator 
does not. 

All of these studies support one 
another. In fact, the most reliable 
form of analysis takes into account 
combinations of these studies. The 
opposite is also true: none of these 
systems works as well by itself as 
it does in combination with one of 
the other systems. Any market 
timing signal is infinitely more reli- 
able if technical or pattern recog- 
nition factors support it. 

This is a very important point 
to understand for those who try to 
trade any financial market—stock 
or commodity—by astrology alone: 
you are going into battle with only 
part of the necessary equipment. In 
this case, partial knowledge (i.e., 
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“a little knowledge”) is indeed a 
dangerous thing. That is why the 
same astrological signature does 
not work the same way every time 
it unfolds in the market. The cycli- 
cal, technical, or pattern picture of 
the market is usually in a different 
phase each time the same geomet- 
ric pattern unfolds. Venus in aspect 
to Uranus may have a strong corre- 
lation to market reversals ion the 
stock market, but if it happens in 
the middle of a primary cycle in- 
stead of at the beginning—or if it 
happens when technical studies are 
neutral versus when they are over- 
sold—the resulting move may be 
much smaller than one would ex- 
pect. 


ET’S LOOK AT an example 

of how astrology correlates 
with changes of direction 
(“reversals”) in a market, and how 
these changes differ depending 
upon the phase of that market’s 
cycle, or technical picture. We’ll 
use Venus-Uranus aspects for our 
illustration, since that is one of the 
more reliable signatures to changes 
in stock prices throughout the 
world. 

First of all, let’s look up the 
major Venus-Uranus aspects for 
1994 (up to August 20, 1994, 
which is when this was written). 
We can do this by paging through 
an ephemeris, or (this is a plug) we 
can do it quickly through MMA’s 
FAR (Financial Astrological Re- 
search) program by simply high- 
lighting the Venus-Uranus listing 
of a sub-directory and choosing a 
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beginning date. A chronological 
listing of major aspects in that se- 
ries then appears on the screen 
from that date onwards. For our 
purposes, Iet’s consider only the 
conjunction, sextile, trine and op- 
position. According to the FAR 
printout, the following are the dates 
in which Venus aspected Uranus 
for the 1994 time-band we have 
chosen:

Now look at Figures 1 and 2, 
the charts of the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Averages and the Japancse 
Nikkei stock index, respectively. 
Notice the vertical lines drawn on 
each chart that represent the dates 
listed above. In every case, except 
the conjunction, there were sizable 
moves which began within only a 
day or two of these Venus-Uranus 
aspects. However, in some cases it 
was a couple of days before, and in 
other cases it was a couple of days 
later, and for the conju..tio. on 
January 13th nothing of note oc- 
curred. In some of these cases, you 
could not have known whether the 
reversal was from a low to a 
high—without the help of the 
technical studies shown at the bot- 
tom of each chart, or knowledge of 
cycles or knowledge of market 
patterns—until a few days later. 
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As an example, look at the June 
1lth (a Saturday) date in both 
charts. First, in Figure 1, the chart 
of the Dow Jones Industrial Aver- 
ages, notice that on the Thursday 
before the aspect (two days be- 
fore), the DJIA made a weekly low 
around 3720, from which prices 
moved upwards into June 14th, two 
trading days after the opposition, 
around 3840. That’s a 120-point 
move, and @ o® \X was right in the 
middle, two trading days after the 
low and two before the high. The 
subsequent move down from the 
high was much more impressive 
than the move up to it. The ensuing 
decline took eight trading days and 
covered 240 points. Only by look- 
ing at the stochastics—the techni- 
cal study below—or through a 
knowledge of cycles, or through an 
understanding of wave patterns, 
could you have known that the Ve- 
nus-Uranus opposition was setting 
up more for a substantial decline 
than a rally. 

Look at the high that formed 
two trading days later, on June 
14th. Now look at the stochastics 
below. The stochastics were not 
forming a new high as the price of 
the DJIA was. This is known as 
“divergence” (a price makes a new 
high, but the technical study does 
not confirm). Think of price as a 
weight. Think of technical studies 
like stochastics as “number of men 
holding up the weight.” On June 
14th, there were fewer men 
(technicals) holding up more 
weight (price). The bigger move 
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setting up was for a decline, not a 
rally. 

Now look at the Japanese Nik- 
kei index. You will see a similar 
pattern. Again, the market is mak- 
ing new highs as we go into the 
Venus-Uranus opposition. In fact, 
the high is the very next trading 
day, so it is much easier to ascer- 
tain that probable direction of a 
reversal here—down. You would 
have confirmation to that idea be- 
cause the stochastics (technical 
studies on the bottom of the graph) 
are over 75%, which is the over- 
bought territory. Furthermore, 
there is divergence: as the price 
goes to new highs, the stochastics 
do not. This is especially noticeable 
the next week when the market 
makes a “double top” (same top as 
on June 13th), but stochastics are 
already in a falling pattern (June 
20th). Furthermore, knowledge of 
cycles would tell you that the mar- 
ket was in the middle of a primary 
cycle, a time when the crest of that 
cycle was due. Furthermore, wave 
analysis (pattern recognition) could 
identify five waves up (a topping 
pattem) at the time Venus and 
Uranus were forming their opposi- 
tion. 

So what can we conclude from 
this example? First, we can con- 
clude that in five of the six cases of 
Venus in aspect to Uranus in early 
1994, both the U.S. and the Japa- 
nese stock markets underwent 
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substantial market reversals within 
only a day or two. This suggests 
that the Venus-Uranus aspects 
might have a high correlation to 
market reversals (in fact, they do), 
given an orb of only a couple of 
days. In this sense, one can easily 
see how astrology can be a very 
valuable market timing tool, espe- 
cially for a trader. 

However, it should also be ap- 
parent that astrology is not nearly 
as effective as a “stand alone” 
trading system. Sometimes, as a 
geocosmic signature unfolds, it is 
not clear if the market is making a 
low from which a sizable rally will 
emerge, or a high from which a 
more serious decline will start. Or, 
in some cases, if nothing substan- 
tial is likely to follow. To get a 
handle on these matters, one must 
combine astrology with other mar- 
ket timing tools, or studies in the 
field of technical analysis and pat- 
tern recognition, or all of these. 

In the actual challenge of trad- 
ing, it works both ways: astrology 
is a great aid in pinpointing time 
bands of possible market reversals, 
and its use can enhance the timing 
(trading) of every market analyst or 
trader. Likewise, the knowledge of 
cycles and/or technical indicators 
and/or pattern recognition studies, 
and even fundamental analysis, can 
be invaluable to the financial as- 
trologer. 
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The Days of the Week

// HE PLANET that rules the hour of sunrise also rules the whole 
day. So the days of the week and planetary hours are con- 
nected. I have just completed two research projects concerning 
the day of the week on which people were born: one for listings 

in Who’s Who and the other for athletes. The results confirm the idea that 
each day of the week has a particular quality. 

We should be aware that when the calendar was changed a couple of 
centuries ago, the days of the week continued in their same pattern. Who 
knows, the days of the week may have kept a continuous count since the 
time of Adam and Eve. So the old nursery rhymes of Monday is Washday, 
Tuesday is Ironing-day, and so on, may have some truth. 

Ihave figured and counted the days of the week for each person listed 
in Who's Who, 1980-81, published by St. Martin Press. This is an inter- 
national Who's Who. 

There are fourteen standard calendars that make up a perpetual calen- 
dar. I simplified this to seven by dividing the leap years into two parts: 
part A was before February 29, part B thereafter. I wrote down the years 
for each standard calendar across the top of a table, listing the days into 
twelve columns of months. Each week was separated with a space, and I 
also underlined Tuesday in red and Thursday in blue so I could see at a 
glance which day of the week was associated with a particular date. Thus, 
to identify a particular date with a day of the week, I first found the year 
to identify which calendar to use, then I found the month and read down 
the table to the particular day. 

The split of the 24,654 entries in Who's Who is shown in Table 1. 
Table 1: | Entries % of | The Who's Who count is low- 
Who's Who Total est on Mondays. Its count of 
3,374 is 148 less than we would 
expect by chance: 24,654/7 = 
3,522. This contrasts with the 
14.50% | counts of the other six days which

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freedom) is not statistically significant, the count for Monday, taken by 
itself, is unlikely to have occurred by chance. 

I believe the reason there are less Monday births listed in Who's Who 
is because these are homebodies and less likely to get public recognition. 
Monday is ruled by the ), which relates to the mothering instinct. We 
should, however, be aware that more Monday births may be found in 
those other Who's Who publications that specialize in specific occupa- 
tions. Maybe nurses, caretakers, cooks and so forth have an above- 
average Monday birth. 

There is a difficulty with the method I have been using in that plane- 
tary days go from sunrise to sunrise while calendar days go from midnight 
to midnight. Births occurring between midnight and sunrise should really 
be allocated to the previous day. Hence the above counts for Monday will 
include some ©-ruled births, while some that are correctly )-ruled are 
here included as Tuesday births. The true effect may therefore be greater 
than is shown here. 


Sports Counts 


I tested eight sports: baseball, basketball, boxing, football, golf, ice 
hockey, tennis, and track and field. The sample size was 6,372. Full de- 
tails are listed in Table 2 on the next page. 

The data for four of the sports comes from recent 
editions of The Sporting News Register: 1991 for base- 
ball, 1992 for football, and 1990-91 for basketball and 
for ice hockey. My other sources were The Golf Digest 
Almanac, 1986; the Encyclopedia of Boxing by Gilbert 
Odd; the Official Encyclopedia of Tennis by Bill Shan- 
non; and Who's Who in Track and Field by Reid M. 
Hanley. 

For the four main spectator sports of baseball, foot- 
ball, basketball and ice hockey, the greatest counts are 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. Each had 669 births out 
of the 4,642 for these four sports (663 would have been 
expected by chance). Tuesday is a & day and so is ex- 
pected to be high. Thursday is \'s day and that means 
travel—in other words, people that can run fast. Most 
sports have a premium on speed so Thursday would be 
expected to have a high count. The day with the least 
was Wednesday, with 646. These ¥-ruled people may be too bookish to 
have an interest in sports, but surprisingly some of the really greats were 
born on a Wednesday. 

By studying eight different sports, I was able to get a more realistic 
view of the days of the week. Each day has its strong and weak points. 
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Some of our preconceived ideas about the planets may give a false idea 
about which planet is best for certain sports, activities or occupations. 
For example, t is related to action, energy, aggressiveness and sports in 
general, but too much t energy can be a handicap. The former basketball- 
great Rick Barry was born on a Tuesday. He was also a ©-T. This dou- 
ble dose of t energy was too much of a good thing, a handicap. His selfish, 
aggressive and arrogant play made him unpopular with spectators.

For all eight sports, \4's day Thursday ranks the highest. 4 has the en- 
ergy where it counts, in the legs. Thursday-born Bob Beamon, the long 
jumper, is a good example. When he set the record in the Mexico City 
Olympics, it was unbelievable. But not all sports need speed: Thursday 
had the lowest count for golf. Thursday has the 
highest count for baseball, basketball, boxing, and 
field and track. Clearly running and jumping are 
needed in each of these sports. 

Tuesday had the highest count for ice hockey 
and tennis. Hockey, with its iron skates and the 
violent collisions against the boards, sure seems 
like a o type of sport. Skating uses a different 
motion from running and jumping, so Thursday- 
born athletes may not have quite the energy for it. 
Thursday ranked fifth for ice hockey. Tennis is an 
active sport requiring o” energy. It is a more indi- 
vidual sport than those which are team orientated, 
which is probably why more tennis players are 
born on a Tuesday than on any other day. 

Football and golf players had the most births 
J on a Friday. This may surprise some astrologers as 
? people are viewed as being harmonious, peace-loving individuals who 
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are better pictured as artists, flower sellers, and so on. By her rulership of 
+, 9 is involved in relationships and partners, and also with competitors. 
This means the competitive spirit is quite strong, which may explain why 
Friday ranks high for some sports. For the eight sports, ¢-ruled Friday 
ranks second, just barely beating Tuesday into third place, 929 to 928. 

Golf fits Friday--it is a more relaxed sport than 
the others. There is not so much physical activity. 
Yet it can be quite competitive at the professional 
level on tour. Wednesday was ranked second for 
golf, so we have the combined qualities of 2 and 
%—a smoothness and hand dexterity. 

For the total of eight sports, Monday ranked 
fourth. Because of its healing qualities, Monday is 
important for sports. Women are healthier as they 
are aware of their bodies and usually take care of 
them before serious problems arrive. Injuries are 
an important aspect in sports, the length of activity 
in a sport depends on the athlete staying healthy. I believe Monday-births 
enjoy physical contacts, they are above-average for football, ice hockey 
and boxing. As this day also relates to crowds, spectator sports such as 
baseball, football, basketball and ice hockey, have Monday qualities. 

Saturday ranked fifth overall. The advantage of Saturday-births is that 
they tend to become better as they age. They tend to have long careers. 
George Blanda, football, and Gordie Howe, ice hockey, are good exam- 
ples. These two played to the ripe old age of 48 and 52, respectively. An- 
other Saturday birth, George Allen, the football coach, built winning 
teams using older players. 

Unexpectedly, the O's day, ranked sixth of the seven. After all the © is 
such a big, fiery sphere and as ruler of £2, its natives would be expected to 
be at the top. They are too proud to be any place but at the top—that is 
part of the answer. They are too proud. Imagine a £2 in a loser's locker- 
room after a game, then realize that in sports half of the players have to be 
in the loser's locker room. Sports are too damaging to their egos. Not only 
losing but even as winners; there are bad plays and penalties seen by eve- 
ryone.

Sunday ranked second for track and field. This data came from a book 
that had the names of those athletes who took part in the Olympics. Sun- 
day-born persons can excel in sports, and the Olympics is very special. 
This is not so much a spectator sport, but one of proving you are the best.

Wednesday ranked last. This is a % day and 
more mental than the others. These people seem to 
have good use of their hands. They ranked near the 
top for golf and for football quarterbacks. Agility 
and quickness may their strong points, but they 
probably lack the necessary energy for most sports. 
For football I did another test and checked the in- 
dividual positions against the day of the week. Be- 
cause of how players specialize in offense or de- 
fense, football is different from the other sports. 
Only 50% of the players born on a Friday played 
on defense. (The average was 54.6%.) When playing defense the 9 quali- 
ties of reacting are a premium. By con trast, Tuesdays had the highest 
proportion of offense players, 58.8%. A o” day for offense and a 2 day 
for defense—yes, that makes sense.

Responding to their results in 
this column, Considerations IX:3, 
p. 80, T. Pat Davis informs us that 
she was a friend of DuMond’s and 
had agreed to publish DuMond’s 
biography posthumously for the 
benefit of astrological research. 
This data was published as Chro- 
nology of a Cancer Victim, subse- 
quent to DuMond’s death in 
August 1990, apparently by ar- 
rangement with Mercury Hour 
magazine. Davis informs us that 
she agrees with the rectification 
previously done by DuMond and 
her mother: “between the two 
women, it was deduced that Mar- 
guerite was born at 3:20 a.m. 
EST”. This gives an MC of 
21°32’ X. She argues for this rec- 
tification against that of Harvey 
and Nicholls, arguing both with 
events-configurations and with na- 
tal interpretation. 

To contribute more information 
to this debate, I must attest that 
DuMond called me sometime in 
1975 or 1976 to discuss astrology 
and her own chart. I was living in a 
neighboring town at the time. She 
told me that she was born on the 
18th, not the 19th, the date which 
Davis and Harvey-Nicholls used 
for her. DuMond thought that her 
Midheaven was 18°00’ #®. Fur- 
thermore, she gave me a birthplace 
of Belchertown: 42N14, 72W30. 
This is based on a chart I have kept 
in my file of astrologers. We had 
perhaps a 45-minute conversation 
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in which I learned that she worked 
as a nurse at the state school for 
the retarded. The 18°00’ % chart 
has 3°33’ & rising, with Venus 
retrograde at 4°42’ U near the As- 
cendant. 

Another matter of contradiction 
in her data is that her obituary 
gives her place of birth as Saugus, 
not Medford. These towns are only 
a few miles apart, and it might 
have been the case that one of the 
towns was her residence, while the 
other was where the hospital was 
located. 

I never met her or saw a photo- 
graph of her, nor at the time of 
speaking with her did I have any 
biographical facts about her—just 
the 18°00’ #® chart before me, 
which has a Campanus VI" house 
Moon of 7°43’ Tf o 4 at 9°24’ TY & 
and <° X at 8°23’ } in the Campa- 
nus XII”. She did not strike me as 
having Taurus rising—I did detect 
more outgoingness than this—but I 
thought that would be accounted 


for by the 2 ¢ and ) a ASC. 
Judging by the nature of the 
events given by Harvey and 


Nicholls on page 58, it seems to me 
from the chart-fitting (natal inter- 
pretation) point of view that the 
Harvey-Nicholls chart is about 
right. The ¥ 0 ASC would account 
for the home robbery in which she 
lost “items of extreme personal 
value” and for the car robbery 
“requiring expensive _replace- 
ments”, These are especially sig- 
nificant given that she was living in 
an area of the country where these 
kinds of robbery are scarce. The ¥ 


ASC from the IV" house would 
also subdue an otherwise much 
more outgoing personality than I 
experienced on the phone—since 
the chart has a loaded first house 
(Campanus) with Sun and Mercury 
in Aries. This aspect also points to 
nurturance and healing, reflective 
of her work with the retarded. 

Another conspicuous feature of 
her biography is the fact that she 
had many cases of pneumonia. 
When we note that the lungs are 
conventionally related to I and 8, 
we note that ¥ is involved in a 
stressful complex involving a ~ to 
VI" house 4, a « to XII" house 
X—just 4” off, and the close IV" 
house Ceres O from 8°45’ &. This 
complex is not nearly so tight for ¥ 
in the 4:18 chart. And Ceres is the 
planet of the nurse, indicating her 
work through its rulership of the 
VI" house TI planets. 

¥ in the chart for Astrology is 
28°48’ Q, and its very close IX" 
house trine from the 28°46’ T O 
for the 4:19 chart of Harvey and 
Nicholls is indication of her re- 
search connection with astrology as 
expressed in her desire to share her 
biography posthumously (¥) in 
publication (IX™ house 4). 

This all being said, it would 
nevertheless be wise to attempt to 
secure a birth certificate for her, by 
way of verifying her birth date as 
April 19 as opposed to April 18. 
This is especially important if her 
data is going into a bible of astro- 
logical facts for future reference. 

To get her birth certificate, the 
following relatives—that I got 
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from her obituary—might be ap- 
proached: son Harvey Lincourt of 
Rochester, NH; sister Patricia 
Fannon of Lynn, MA; sister Irene 
Leach of Roxbury, MA; and sister 
Mary Needham of Lynnfield, MA. 

Let me cite the remainder of her 
obituary for other biographical 
facts to add to those already pub- 
lished. The following is taken from 
the Daily Hampshire Gazette, 
Northampton, MA, August 23, 
1990, page 12: 


West Hatfield: Marguerite A, 
(Harrington) Lincourt Dumond, 79 
[sic—note this would make her born 
in 1911), of 143 West St., died yes- 
terday at the Linda Manor Nursing 
Home in Leeds. 

Born in Saugus April 19. 1921, 
she was the daughter of the late Wil- 
liam and Marguerite (Ledoux) Har- 
rington. 

She lived in Belchertown for most 
of her life, moving to Hatfield in 
1984. 

Mrs. Dumond worked as a li- 
censed practical nurse for the state of 
Massachusetts at Northampton State 
Hospital [Ely: this is a mental 
hospital] and the Belchertown State 
School [Ely: a school for retarded 
children], from which she retired in 
1983. 

For many years she also owned a 
seamstress shop called the Marguerite 
Shop, in Belchertown. 

She was a member of Sacred 
Heart Church in Northampton. 

She was past president of the 
Western Massachusetts Writers 
Guild, and had been a volunteer at 
the Cooley Dickinson Hospital. 

She was a member of the Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County, and 
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Municipal Employee Local 17, and 
served for many years on its board of 
directors. 


Note that the Harvey-Nicholls 
chart puts Juno at 13°21” @ in the 
Campanus X" house, which house 
placement is appropriate for one 
who had a public office in connec- 
tion with a labor union, since Juno 
deals with complaints. Also, note 
the fact that DuMond was an offi- 
cer in a writers’ guild: this would 
not be surprising for one with a 
prominent ¥ rising and in the close 
aspect complex already touched on 
in connection with her pneumonia 
susceptibility. 

Of course, the close ¥ « X is 
one measure of her astrological 
proclivities. This close (4’ off) 
semisextile, along with the close 
trine (2’) between her Sun and 
Pluto in the chart for Astrology, 
are strong indicators of the great 
likelihood not only that the 19th is 
the correct birth date, but also than 
an MC of approximately 3° % is 
correct. Further corroboration of 
this chart is the fact that DuMond, 
prior to placing her ASC at 13°33” 
x, had put the ASC at 3°33’ & 
(120° from MC = 3°%) and the 
MC at 18°% (15° from 3° %). 

She was enterprising, as is 
shown by having run her own 
business. She was socially active, 
being a church member, a volun- 
teer at a local hospital, an officer in 
a labor union, and she was also a 
president of a writers’ guild. This 
enterprising spirit and this activity 
is indicative of cardinal signs, es- 
pecially cardinal signs on the an- 
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gles. 

In closing, the fact that two in- 
dependent rectifiers got identical 
results is a result that we may not 
lightly dismiss.

Synthesis & Counseling in Astrology: The Professional Manual 

by Noel Tyl. 

Published by Llewellyn Publications, St. Paul, MN, 1994. 864 pages + 
index. $29.95. 


A master work—everything we’ve come to expect from this skilled as- 
trologer and much, much more. 

Don’t expect a casual read; this mammoth book is demanding, it re- 
quires careful, thoughtful study. Everything is here. But it does presume a 
more-than beginner’s knowledge of the basics. This is a teaching manual 
designed for the professional—and would-be—consulting astrologer. 

The approach is step-by-step by case-study: first hemisphere group- 
ings, stellia and singletons are demonstrated and several charts immedi- 
ately produced to demonstrate the validity in life of these obvious-to-the- 
eye configurations. This is somewhat daunting; a brief yet comprehensive 
introduction and suddenly, immediately a full horoscope is presented—all 
those incomprehensible glyph relationships—and the reader must run 
alongside the author in understanding just what makes it tick. Then, the 
reader’s head already becoming overloaded, the effect of a retrograde Sat- 
urn is introduced and we face several more example charts. Then: the 
Nodal axis and more examples, the Sun-Moon sign blendings and further 
charts, then peregrine bodies with their accompanying case studies, and 
on and on,... through grand trines and the crosses, with examples,... mid- 
points, with examples...rectification and superbly-explained examples... 
and timing, and... Each tool and technique is clarified with several clearly- 
presented examples, 122 of them, many of which are returned to again and 
again as further exposition clarifies points previously ignored. 

Finally, with 422 pages behind us, all our astro-ducks aligned, and the 
horoscope no longer a completely foreign language, we get to apply our 
new-found understanding in real-life terms and use it to counsel. 

This knowledge is intended for professional astrologers, all of whom 
will surely gain much from it. The mere dabblers in our art-science 
(shame on us) will find, once we’ve diligently worked through this mas- 
terpiece, that our understanding of just how to piece together and compre- 
hend the horoscope has expanded into a new dimension. Put it this way: 
toss out virtually every other book on astrology that’s been published 
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these past twenty years and simply stay with, work at and come to under- 
stand Synthesis & Counseling and you'll be way ahead; you’ll be on your 
way to becoming an astrologer, my h/son. 

Each of the many horoscope examples is approached using the simple 
interpretation rules the author advocates, Faced with a new horoscope, 
Tyl moves from an initial big deduction into developing the native’s per- 
sonality with the Sun-Moon Sign blend permeating the individual’s overall 
needs and energy level. He then follows, what he calls, the Law of Natu- 
ralness: everything holding together around a life theme that issues from 
the so-important first impression of the horoscope and the anticipated 
manifestation of concerns and strengths within the native’s life environ- 
ment. 

Noel Tyl’s book is simply a delight. There’s obvious depth, and un- 
usually clear explanation. The section on Inge, one of the many case 
studies (most are of public figures though some of the more interesting use 
private clients) is quite excellent, as are the rectification examples of 
Johnny Carson and Pat Nixon. I learnt much from the section on Grand 
Trines. There is much that to return to and re-read. 

Synthesis & Counseling in Astrology is just simply a magnificent ef- 
fort, a valuable and permanent addition to anyone’s library. Indeed, for 
many it will undoubtedly become the very cornerstone on which a knowl- 
edge of how to interpret and present the horoscope will be built. 

While obviously filled with praise for Noel Tyl’s masterwork, two 
items troubled me. 

There is the term “final dispositor” to describe a planet in the Sign it 
rules. With this usage we get odd statements such as the following con- 
cerning Bo Derek, who has 2 & and ) &: “Venus is a Jinal dispositor of 
her horoscope... Venus and Neptune are trine the Moon in Cancer, an- 
other final dispositor...” My italics. For Bo Derek, according to the usual 
definition, neither Venus nor the Moon can be the final dispositor. Bo 
Derek doesn’t have one. And, of course, a single planet in its own Sign is 
not automatically a final dispositor, at least according to the pre-Tyl 
definition. However, once one realizes the difference of definition, initial 
puzzlement ceases to be a problem. 

My other quibble came when Noel Says a retrograde Saturn is a clear 
indication that as a child the native has been deprived of what it needed, 
and this deprivation was invariably due to the father. Many examples in 
the book demonstrate this to be a correct interpretation, yet I have to won- 
der. Surely, with % & in 36% of all horoscopes—which means, for exam- 
ple, everyone without exception born during the months of July, August, 
and September of 1994—are there really that many cold, neglectful, ab- 
sentee, vicious fathers around? Yes, I know about the sadly increasing, 
single-parent phenomena but much of that I thought was in today’s inner 
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cities, and 4 o° © has been in horoscopes since time began, even before 
psychology and feminists began blaming everything bad on Dad. 

Maybe common sense and statistics aren’t what they’re cracked up to 
be; the only one of my four children born with % & agrees with Mr. Tyl. I 
interrupted this review to call my expert witness. “Certainly, I am very 
deprived,” she said. The line wasn’t too clear, I have to presume she pro- 
nounced the last word with an “i” and not the “a” it sounded like. “Of 
course, and it’s all you fault, Daddy. By the way, send me a check. I need 
new tires.” 

I like this book, I like it a lot. There’s far, far more in it than I’ve men- 
tioned. Indeed, though I’ve been reading it off and on for the past several 
weeks, I have yet to start the third and longest section, on Counseling. 
This last part is obviously a book in itself, over 300 pages to follow the 
previous 400-plus. The chapter headings are inviting. 130 pages on Voca- 
tional Guidance, including a fascinating section on Profiles of Promi- 
nence, how to tell the likelihood the native will become publicly known, 
which I did already dip into—it won’t happen; 75+ pages on Sexuality; a 
chunk on Client Interaction; another on Counseling Special Concerns; and 
a lot more besides. There’s been precious little written of any value on 
how to use the horoscope to interact with and advice a client, and what 
I’ve seen to this point says readers will be fascinated by and learn a great 
deal from this major section of Noel Tyl’s book. 

And there’s more: Quick-Glance Transit Tables for 1940-2040, mid- 
point interpretations, and who knows what else I’ve yet to discover. 

This magnus opus is the distillation of the knowledge gained from the 
author’s life-experience in astrology and presented for others; it is not 
something to skim through lightly. The reader is warned at the beginning 
of this professional manual that, though not a simple or complicated book, 
it is emphatic and demanding. 

Were there ever a case for a video of an astrology book, this is one. 
The conversational writing style lends itself to the visual media. The 
author’s personality, his mannerisms, his delightful verbosity and wisdom 
stand out from the printed page. Buy it, study thoroughly, learn from it.

MONEY: How To Find It With Astrology 

by Lois M. Rodden. Published by Data News, P. O. Box 1613, Los Ange- 
les, CA 90078. 1994. Softcover, 6”x 9”. 288 pages, 52 illustration horo- 
scopes. $20.00 ($21.80 in California). 


Lois Roddens’s new book is written in a clear and forthright manner. 


Many charts and even more birth data assist the reader in following the 
intricate paths that reinforce money and success patterns on a chart. 
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MONEY champions the Equal House system, much too neglected in our 
zeal to appear scientific. Its excellent 12-step process for delineating a 
chart will delight anyone whose eyes water when they look at all that as- 
tro-macaroni. The chapter on lottery winners (reproduced in this issue of 
Considerations) gives a great handle on the amount and type of planetary 
contact needed even to begin to put us in the running. (It will also save 
incurable optimists from throwing away the down payment on that sum- 
mer house on Martha’s Vineyard). 

MONEY: How To Find it with Astrology is not so much about money 
as it is about success. Success is not the same as a bulging bank account 
or a beach house in Malibu. Consider Mother Teresa. The underlying 
themes of the book, using your best talents and working hard, do not bring 
money. Astrology tells us very clearly that Venus in Virgo is bad for 
money. Venus in Virgo gets money by hard work. You can find your vo- 
cation on your chart by following Rodden’s methods, you will not learn 
how to turn a bad money chart into wealth. Nor will you discover how to 
make money except through your career. 

Apart from some fuzzy history (the U.S. did not go off the gold stan- 
dard in the 1930’s, the government simply made it illegal for citizens to 
own gold), surprising for one so meticulous in amassing accurate birth 
data, the book is the epitome of what one might call inductive astrology. 
This is the process by which many charts are compared to find common 
denominators, which in tum enables us to search other charts for similar 
signatures to draw similar conclusions, While most of the interpretations 
are standard, Rodden does demonstrate the complexity of Earth, Water, 
and Money House interaction needed to create great wealth. But, inductive 
astrology’s chief failure is its inability to explain why and when signatures 
don’t work. This reviewer has all the signatures; this reviewer is not a 
millionaire. Typical of this lack of deeper probing is the assertion that 
one’s defense lawyer is the XIth House, and not the VIIth as convention- 
ally delineated. The apparent contradiction is easily explained. Why XIth 
House? It is the third from the IXth, a communication about the law. 
Who tells you about the law? Your lawyer. Why not the VIIth? It depends 
on your point of view. If you are looking at your relationship with your 
lawyer, it is the VIIth House. If you are looking at your lawyer relative to 
your trial, he takes the same position as the jury, the XIth, he speaks to 
the jury about your relationship to the law. Neophytes must trust the 
words of experienced and talented astrologers, such as Rodden. The fur- 
ther-along need explanations for the contradictions. 

Who will find value from this book? 

1. People who need grounding in astrological principles and fundamen- 
tal interpretation, as well as those who need a process of systematic 
analysis. 
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2. People who want to succeed and want to find the keys to success in 
their charts. Rodden also provides helpful tidbits like how to write a good 
resume, not astrological, but certainly helpful in connecting the promise of 
the chart to the realities of life. 

3. People who have Sun and/or Moon in Cardinal Signs. Inductive as- 
trology speaks to the pragmatic observational approach to understanding. 

While the title is somewhat misleading, the mechanics of ferreting out 
the success in the individual chart are not. The book closes with its true 
theme: “We achieve success when we live the good life, laugh freely, and 
love well.” In other words: “Do what you love, and the money will come.” 
But, one might add, only if the money is important enough to you to want 
it.

JigSaw for Windows. Version 1.0 

by Bernadette Brady & Graham Dawson. 

Astrological research software. Two 3%” disks. Requires IBM-compatible PC 
with minimum of 80386 processor, 2 MB RAM, and Windows 3.1 running in 
386-enhanced mode. 1994. Distributed by Astrolabe. $250. 


JigSaw is dangerous; definitely not like the astrological software my PC 
normally runs. None of the usual “enter data, press print, then go off and 
interpret.” These are fun programs. Astrologers, particularly those into 
rectification, are just not accustomed to that. 

JigSaw is simple to load, accompanied by an unusually clear and 
complete instruction book, and guaranteed to keep the astrologer trans- 
fixed with delighted curiosity. Set JigSaw up in your PC (a few minutes 
only), enter data (no time at all), and expect to spend the rest of the day 
engrossed by the important relationships you’ll discover. 

JigSaw is three tools all linked to each other. 

Rectification: JigSaw provides the tools of Graphic Rectification (see 
Bernadette Brady’s article in this issuc), based on transits to angles, with 
all its screens and systems. Enter dates of events and, depending on the 
transiting bodies called for and the aspects chosen, easy-to-read graphs 
are produced which identify the degrees most frequently aspected. Possi- 
ble birth charts are then defined in which combinations of these significant 
degree areas are angular. Each of the alternatives can then be evaluated 
using transits, secondaries or solar arc directions. 

I entered events listed in Nick Sutherland’s article on Reagan and Jig- 
Saw came up with a likely time of birth of 0:46 a.m., close to the Suther- 
land/Harvey result. I also had excellent results with the data of the differ- 
ent rectification contests run in this magazine. The software’s greatest 
value may be highlighting times that otherwise wouldn’t be considered. 
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This graphic tool can be used for research other than rectification. 
Bernadette tells me she entered three sets of data: the birth dates of all 
Australian Prime Ministers, a list of dates from Australian history, and 
the date of every Federal election. All three of the resulting graphs had the 
same peaks—ones not supported by the accepted chart for Australia, but 
pointing to the chart for the day the last colony joined the Federation, 

The Dynamic Chart feature is a particular delight. One watches one’s 
choice of transits, progressions or solar arcs move around the outside of 
the chart as time passes, stopping wherever one wishes, As aspects to the 
natal are formed these flash onto the screen. When a life event is clicked, 
the whole picture of what is happening to the natal chart in terms of pro- 
gressions, etc. is displayed. 

Family Patterns: Synastry with groups of people or events. The pat- 
tern-hunting ability here is excellent, Put ina family of charts—no limit to 
the number of members—define the type of search and JigSaw hunts 
through the group, searching through harmonics, working with midpoints 
and/or planets, and then presents the patterns within the group both visu- 
ally and as text. Financial astrologers will like this particular tool. Enter a 
set of market events and then find common astrological patterns. 

Research: This module may bring the everyday astrologer into the 
world of research. This powerful starter package is visually easy to use. 
Apart from the normal features one would like to have (including creation 
of matching sets of control charts), its many features range from Essential 
Dignities, through azimuth and altitude to the Gauquelin domifications 
and Addey’s harmonics. Chi-square testing is included. 

So, what’s wrong with JigSaw? Nothing I found. My initial disap- 
pointment, that transits and progressions were only available direct in 
time, disappeared when I realized I could fool JigSaw by entering the 
converse transit dates as well as the usual dates for the different events. 
That gave me exactly what I wanted, And this software is fun.

Heaven and History by Greg Castelucci. Published by Ouranus Press, 
3002-A Clay St., San Francisco, CA 94115. 1992. 330 pages. $19.95 + 
$2 postage. 


This is an original and thoughtful book. It integrates esoteric and mundane 
astrology, and is written in sparkling prose which anyone can understand. 
Charles Jayne wrote extensively about the cycle of Pluto, but this book 
goes further, for it describes what actually happened in the world when 
Pluto reached critical points in its cycle. We are now at one of its critical 
points, and the author looks forward to what might well happen to the 
world in the next 250 years. 
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In terms of the cycles of the outer planets and Chiron, the author has 
covered the milestones in Humanity’s progress since the beginning of the 
Christian Era. He is an optimist, and believes that the Ego will finally be 
conquered by the Higher Self, and a true Initiation will be achieved with 
the birth of a nobler kind of man. It is a long time since I read a book of 
this caliber. 

I was particularly impressed by Part II, “The Lost Temple Olympus 
Regained.” These 65 pages describe the significant historical events asso- 
ciated with the cycles of ¥, X, ¥ and &. Special periods of history occur at 
approximately 250-year intervals correlating with the 250-year cycle of 
Pluto, with which the shorter 51-year cycle of Chiron is interwoven. 

The single most significant turning point within this cycle is the peri- 
helion passage of Pluto—its closest approach to the Sun. This is the seed 
moment of each successive cycle, bringing one to an end and inaugurating 
something new. We are now just past and still under the influence of one 
of these turning points. The seeds of potentiality must be nurtured now. 

Pluto’s recent perihelion passage (autumn 1989) coincided with the 
sudden death of Communism and the collapse of the Berlin Wall. It 
marked the end of the process of global de-colonization which began with 
the birth of the United States. The civil wars now going on are the tag end 
of the lack of self-determination and the resentment of peoples who feel 
that their national identities and freedoms have suffered because of the 
artificial boundaries imposed on them by the Great Powers. Pluto is the 
planet of Power. 

The birth of the Buddha, the birth of Christ, the discovery of the 
America, the Renaissance, and the Enlightenment were all marked by 
stages in Neptune’s cycle. We exterminated the only culture founded on 
acknowledgment of the spiritual nature of Man and his connection to the 
natural world. This was the culture of the native American Indians— 
which should be a warning to us; it shows what can happen when unbri- 
dled greed takes over. 

Now we are again at a new pivotal phase of human development, a 
transition—we must hope—between a purely egocentric and an increas- 
ingly spiritual level of consciousness. There is growing concern for the 
health of the planet, and for new ways to maintain personal health, which 
coincide in part with the discovery of Chiron. The author believes that we 
are destined in this present cycle to conquer the Ego—but the forces 
against us are very powerful, and if we fail now it may be the end of our 
race.
